Reverend Father Brassard of Fort Frances Indian Boarding School 
has sent me the enclosed account with the following explanations. 


Some time ago, a boat was given by the Department to the Indian 

School at Fort Frances. This boat wes first intended for the agent, Mr. J. Pe 
Wright, but it seems that difficulties arose on account of the heavy expens 
entailed for its upkeep ($200.00 a year), and to get rid of it the agent offered 
it to the Reverend Father Brassard with the consent of the Department. It was 
understood that the boat was to belong to the school but the Department would 
not be responsible for the ordinary expenses, viz: gasoline, oil, repairs, etc. 
fhe very first night that the boat was brought to th ichool, a terrible storm 
which lasted the whole night put the boat out of orde: Reverend Father Bras- 
sard had to repair it at his own expenses, but decided to built a boat-house 
to avoid future damages, but the difficulties lie én the fact that the Reverend 
Father had no requisition or authority to build this boat-house. He has not 
even mentioned the case to the egent and does not seem disposed t ik for such 
requisition at the present time on account of previous difficulties concerning 
that boat. This explains why the Reverénd Father has applied to me in order to 

4c the Department if it would be possible to reimburse him for the enclosed 
account. 
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Reverend Father Brassard states that he has given 28 cedar posts 
for this boat~house and has paid $95.00 to the Shevlin Clark for the seme pur- 


pose. 


Do you think it would be possible to do some thi in favour of 
thisfchool by paying this account? I have already advised Reverend Father Bras- 
sard that he certainly did not act in the right way by giving a con ract for such 
@ high amount without consulting his agent or the Department, and’, +t he will 
therefore be more attentive to follow the regulations of the Department in future.

Boarding School which happened recently when I9 Indian boys and one 
Sister were burnt gives me the occasion to look after the fire protection 


of my school; and to secure all the means to avoid such a disaster.

For the present there are two exterior fire escapes one for the 
boys which is in a very good condition consisting of a 4 inch pipe on 
which the boys side from the dormitory to the ground in a few minutes. 





The other one for the girls is composed of two wooden stairs 
the first part starts from thé dormitory andlands on the top of the 
porch of the second floor making the plat-form of the second stairs lead- 
ing to the ground 8 feet above forcing the girls & Sisters to leap 8 feet 
before they reach the ground which is too high,consequently it is necess- 
ary to cover that distance by an other stairs but it cannot be made with- 
out blocking the window which is in the way.

I am just in receipt of your last of the I8th inst. 
and I am surprisei with the answer. 

I am sorry to say that there is a part of it, I am not 
able to understand the meaning;this is, what I quote from your letter. 
“In consideration of request from Indian Schools,we are governed 
largly by our usual practice". What do you mean? 

Does it mean that the Officiers of the Dept. of Indian Affairs, 
if they are in need of a piece of furniture or equipment are obliged 
to meet half way the Goverment in the expenses? 

This is what you ask me in your letter. 

In another consideration; is the Dept. obliged to come 
to help the Principals of the Schools, for the ee of the farm? 

I know on my part that the school at fort Frances I never 
get such a help, and I never saw the Dept. meeting me half way in 
the expenses. And after all it is the property the Dept. of Indian 
Affairea.and I think it should be only reasonable to have the Dept. 
to supply the implements necessary for the farm. 

All the money to pay for those implements is taken from 
the per Capita. I can say for my part for all the years I spent for 
the work of the School. I never take a cent of salary,only my 
own living. 

Work surely worth a salary. 
Moreover, our school should be the first of all of the same kind, 
and the reagon why is because we are on the poundary of the U.S- 
and that we receive the visit of tourists of all kinds from away 
south of the U.S. where there Indians raised up to the ‘er of 
education and if we stand with the system of 50 or 60 % 100 years 
old we are away back and considered 80. 

In the eyes of the public there is a reason, and for the 
welfare of the School, you have all the reason-in my letter of the 
28th of March last. 

My Superior agree with me that the Dept. is calling 
on an impossibility to keep up those schools in the right way.

I beg to repovtt that our barn was destroyed by fire 
around 7,45 a.m, yesterday, 

The cause of the fire is unknown, The only bheory 
that can be advanced is that spontaneous combustion was caused 
by new hay not sufficiently dried, This hay must have heatedto 
the point of combustion and fire eventually beéke out. 

No one was smoking in or around the barn, Mr, Magnan 
left the barn ten minutes late for breakfast, that is about 
7,40, Everything was in good order, He saw,heard or smelled 
nothing, At about 7,55 the alarm was given, Mr, Green ran into 
the barn; it was already filled with smoke. He saved two of the 
horses, but could'nt get the other two out, One of the horses 
saved had te be shot afterwards on account of burns, Mr, Doiron 
rushed for the hose and started the pumps while I tried to get 
at the fire with the hose, Mr, Magnan in the meantime managed 
to get the bull and the calves out, Before coming out I sent an 
alarm in own, The Fire Dept, came, but could do nothing for 
the barn, It was one masse of flames, 

All we could do was to try to save the outbuildings, 
and all our efforts were barely sufficient to succeed even in 
that, Of the outbuildings, two were damaged, The blackemith 
shop is beyond repaér, but the granary can still be repaired, 

In consequence of this report, I beg to be allowed to 
petition the Department for immediate assistance, The season 
now demands that the cattle be given protection from the cold 
if we would maintain our milk supply. Moreover, our crop of 
potatoes, which will amount to some T@00 » bu, this year, will 


be ready next week, We have no room for these, and they are of 
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Ottawa, Sept. 10, 19350.

Estimates have already been sent to the Department 
for the alteration of the girls' dormitory ceiling from its 
pBesent state to that of an arched ceiling, and also for .

This ceiling was first built on its present plan 
on account of the water tanks that were placed above it, but 
since our water system has been changed the space above the 
dormitory is vacant, Moreover the ceiling itself is in bad 
state of repair; the plaster is breakigg and falling. 


The bad state of the ceiling brought about my 
yetpeeneee to Mr, Spencer that the Department be etitioned 
o provide funds for ifs repair, I also took advantage of the 
opportunity to point out that the dormitory being but 9 ft. 
high, it would be wejl,to make use of an otherwise useless 
space by raising a newfuy to the roof in an arehed form, 
thus providing better circulation and purer air for the 
occupants of the dormitory. 


In addition to this I also suggested that a ventila- 
tion system governed by an electrié fan be installed to 


wes for such change in air that, will become necessary 
rom time to time, At present this is impossible, due to the 
fact that thewindows in this dormitory are level with the 
beds, and their being opened causes a draught that is deci«- 
dedly unhealthy. 
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At this season, when it is necessary to heat in the 
evenings, this room becomes overheated causing the to uncover, 
bd when it cools off they are in great danger of contracting 
colds,

During the past while, the necessity of repainting 
the School and its outbuildings, both inside and outside, 
has become very apparent, It is the opinion ef all who have 
ventured to say it, that in this respect the School is far 
behind what it should be, 


The greater part of the interior of the School, so 
far as I know, has not been painted since about 1906, The 
annex was painted in I9II, Apart from this, some three or 
four rooms were painted a little over a year ago at our own 
expense, The outside painting was done around I92I or 1922, 


If I may be allowed to express my opinion, I think 
that this request is whélly within reason, for the preservation 
of all our buildings and also, and this reason should not be 
overlooked, because our Sehool being situated near the border 
of the U,5,A, we are constantly having visiting tourists, These 
visitors expect to find this, a government institution, as up- 
to-date as those in their country, It must be admitted that

I have your memorandum of the 20th instant, 
with reference to the account for $482.31 of the 
John East Company, of Fort Frances, for work at 
the Injian Residential School there. This account 
was incurred by the Reverend Principal of the Fort 
Frances School, entirely on his own responsibility. 
It has reference to alterations to an implement 
shed, so that live stock could be temporarily housed 
last fall and early winter. 


On September Sth, last, the barns at the 
Port Frances Indian Residential Sehool were de- 
stro, by fire. The Reverend Principal, of course, 
asked us to replace them, and, on the 10th of 
September, he was informed that the Department was 
considering the matter. On September 50th, instruc- 
tions were sent to the Indian Agent to have the new 
barn erected on a day labour basis. There were 
objections to this, and, on October 14th, the Depart- 
ment telegraphed that the John East Com . Limited, 
was to build a new barn on a cost plus 10) basis. On 
December 2nd, the barn was ready for ocaupation. 


On September 6th, when the Reverend Prin~- 
eipal wrote to the Department conce the loss 
of the barn, he stated in part: ” 
we have for our stock is the implement shed. 
with a little alteration, will do for the time being; 
bat, when heavy frost comes, it will be practically 
useless. So, you can see how badly we need a barn 
immediately." The Department was not requested to 
assist with the alteration for the implement shed, 
anf, when the Reverend Principal presented the 
account to the Indian Agent, he returned it, as he 
had ne authority to incur the expenditure. The 
Reverend Principal insisted that the Agent forward 
the account to Ottawa for consideration. Our funds 
were extremely limited, and we returned the account 
to the Principal for settlement.

The danger of fire, as expressed in this circular, 
is one that certainly does prey on our minds and is a frequent 
topic of discussion among the members of the staff. The sad 
experience of other Schools that have gone down in fire in 
recent years and above all the loss of life of some of the 
innocent inmates have caused our worries in this respect to 


greatly increase. 


Ours is a frame building, 26 years old and a regular 
anouid fs The construction is of a draft-creating nature, and

should /fire ever break out, it will spread with such rapidity 
that in a very few moments this School will be a thing of the 


past.

Our fire-fighting equipment consists of the few 
“Pyrene" and "Thermene"” apparatuses supolicd by the Department 
a year ago. These are place@ at strategic points and will be of 
great use at the outset of a fire. Should the fire prove of 
larger proportions, we have six fire hoses distributed throughout 
the building plus a 400 ft. hose located outside the building. 
These, with a lot of luck, should be sufficient ordinarily. 
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The fire-esc 8 are lly our stumbling-block. At the 
boys' end we have but a 3" pol + the girls' end besides the 
pole, we have wooden steps. These are really not sufficient. The 
danger of injury for the smaller children is too great. Fire- 
drills have proven this, as on two different occasions we have 
had serious accidents: one a fractured leg, the other a broken 
foot. Imagine a child of 7 years reaching across an opening 3 ft. 
in diameter to grasp a pole at a height of 40 ft. and sliding 
down to the gréung without injury. The thing is possible, but 
the risk is great. 


Recently, while discussing your circular with Mr.Agent 


Spencer, this matter was given all due consideration and the

Replying to thid report, the Department asked about the 
type of fire escape we advised for the boys' side,etc. This we 
did in @ letter dated March llth, but ad no reply. 
We realize that the Department has gt a us an allowance for 
@ night watchman and are mighty grateful for that. We feel 
sure that fire hazards nave decre da considerably since then, 
but should the worst happen we hate to think of the untold 
accident possibilities the boys will be exposed to. We hold it 
is extremely difficult for boys of around 7 years of age and 
younger to safely slide down a 40 ft. vertical pole especially 
if they should be awakened in the middle of the night to do so.

In those circumstances, 1 got from two of our hired 

men, who were witneeses of the conduct of ir.W.Doiron,a declaration 
attesting that man has been uptte the Sth. of July,and lost his 
job by his own fault.I hope their testémony and my explanations 
will be strong enough to satisfy you,and fron there to reimburse 
the money I gave to him.I cannot afford to lose that sum. 

When W.Doiron went away,1 was affraid he would try 
to do some bad trucks around our school.So I hired Nichol Mainvil 
until I could find a permanent Night watchman. 1 paid him $ 2.00 

per night and 1 gave him his board. 4 attach his declaration. 
We have now Mr.John Ureen for night 
watchman.iie was farmer for the School during five years.So we know

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Qouadeniy awakened,half asleep and frightened, will have to slide do’

In company with agent Spencer,I visited the 
Fort Frances Indian Boarding School at the request of 
Father P.Bousquet,the principal,and made a careful 
inspection of the buildings. 


The school building is very old and is badly in 
need of repair,The ceiling in the girls' dormitory is 
padl#y cracked and in danger of collapse,many of the 
interior partitions,(plaster) are cracked and bulging out, 
The ceiling in the upper class room is defective and all 
the walls need kalsomining.The wooden floor in the boy's 
recreation room is heaving up, the e troughing is defective, 
both the boilers in the main bu ng and laundry are sadly 
in need of repair,the school des and benches are broken 
and the ice house is so dilapidated that it is in danger of 
falling down.The fire hose in the building for the last 
26 year useless,as it falls to pieces when handled,and 
the whole structure has not had a coat of paint for 21 years. 
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Father Bosquet explained that he would be only too 
glad to attend to ganeral repair work if he had funds, but 
the grant having been reduced and no assistance forth-coming, 
he is at his wit's end to know what to do, 
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Indian Affairs. 


The school accomodation is inadequate for the needs of 
the district,buit it is vitally important that some steps 
should be taken to stave off utter ruin of this old building. 





I would recommend that if at all possible,some small 
appropriation be made for the rpose of repairing the worst 
defects before the wintry weather sets in,and with your 
approval I would suggest that the agent be requested to make 
an estimate of cost,and report as to the most urgent 
requirements,

: SEWAGE DISPo: AT CATHOLIC INDIAN sc RI $ 


On August lst 1934 in co any with Dr.O'DOnnell, 
Medical Officer of Health an inspection of the sewage 
disposal system of the Catholic Indian School at Fort Francés 
was made by Lawrence A-Kay, who reports as follows:~ 


At present there are about 85 pupils at the 
school, inolu ing the staff, the total personnel being 
approximately 100 people. 


The sewage from the school drains to a two 
chambered concrete vault, situated between the school 
building and the lakefront, at a distance of 50 

tter. The size of the tank could not be 
with a pipe indicated a ee of et, and 
a solid bottom, at least, in the vio ty of the manhole. 
The only outlet aside from seepage consists of an overflow 
Pipe. discharging directly to the lake, at an elevation 
ower than the normal lake level. 


The municipal pumphouse of Port Frances is about 
half a mile from the sehool. In between are located a 
public park and swimming area, the municipal tourist cemp, 
and several privately owned cottages.

In view of the proximity of the above, it is 
reconmended that the present s wage disposal system be ree 
placed by a septic tank and tiled filter bed of adequate 
Capacity to prevent pollution of the waterfront.

The barn is in govud repair and supplies the nec- 


eesary accommodation, The cellar is large, but unfortunately 


not well drained. At present, it ie necessary each day 

to carry ont the water which accumlates, in order to save 
the vegetables. The draining of this basement would no 
doubt entail considerable expense, but, sooner or later, 
should be carried out. 

The cattle are in poor condition and insufficient 
in number. At present they have 6 cows with several head 
of young stock. The Rev. Pather is anxious to obtain 
better cattle and, from appearances, I think a new herd 
should be started. The present cattle are of a poor 
type and I feel expensive at any price. The school 
should be started with dual purpose shorthorn stock; 
this would insure milk and also plenty of meat. 

The farm is nicely laid out and well fenced. 
The land appears to be of excellent quality and, under 
proper management, should produce heavy crops. The 
school have 6 horses. Recently the Frincipal purchased 
a new team which, he informed me, cost $300.00. 

The school is now under excellent management 
and the Department can be assured that the best use is 
made from all grants. The Principal and his staff give 
untiring of their labour and the greatest oare ise taken 
of all Government property. ‘The Rev. Pather is anxious 
to make his school one of the best and I trust the 
Department will assist as far as possible in putting the 


sohool in first class repair,

assist in the purchase of blenkets, it would be greatly 
appreciated. 

The fire escapes were in good condition and 
are well located. The fire hose are very old and badly 
oracked. These should be renewed. Fire extinguishers 
are placed throughout the building and appeared to be 
in good condition. I was éreatly surprised to find no 
fire alarm bells. ‘There is one large bell on the first 
floor, but this is inadequate. A system of hells 
should be installed. The Principal will have the work 

done by his assistant, Father Jalbert, without cost to 

| the Department and asks only that the material be

At present, there is no Sickness, but one boy 
is still under quarantine for diphtheria. The ohildren 
&ppeared to be in good health and were all well clothed. 


The meals provided were plein, but well prepared. There

The exterior of the echool and other outbuild- 
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ings, except the barn, should be painted. However,

The old chicken house has been remodelled and 
made into a good house, which is used now by the farmer 


@nd mechanic. This work was all carried out by the

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The Zssietant Principal, Rev. Father Jalbert, 
along with the boys' supervisor, sleeps in the min 
building. 

The sewing room is small, but the girls are 
given a good training and do excelient work. 

The laundry-is well equipped with machinery, 
all of which appears in good condition, The steam boiler 


has been in use for many years without being inspected, 


I would recommend that Mr. Spencer, the Indian Agent, be

instructed to have this work done at once. The furnace 
—eeny 


boiler should sleo be inspected. I feel this has been 
neglected and, if not attended to, may yet be the cause 
of serious trouble. 

The girls' dormitory was clean, the toilets 
in good working order, and the room well aired. The 
beds were all neatly made and the hedding clean. ‘The 
boys! dormitory was also in good condition. The Rev. 
Father has improved conditions in this room by the 
purchase of 20 - two bunk style steel beds. These give 
more floor space in which to move about and, as the beds 
are the latest in style and construction, they are easy 
to keep clean and at @ glance every child in the dormitory 
ean be seen from any position. This dormitory has a very 
high ceiling and is well ventilated by windows. The 
purchase of these beds indicates the interest taken by 
the Principal in charge. The bedding was clean, but 
showed signs of wear. The Rev. Principal admitted he 


needed a new blanket for each bed, but at present was 


unable to 
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by supplying the material. 1 might say that splendid 


use has been made of that already allowed. 


The boys' playroom is in the basement. it is 
—- 


well lighted, but needs to be re-floored as the floor is 
worn through in many places. I understand the present 
floor ie laid over cement and, in view of this, I would 
recommend that the new floor be cement, This work could 
be done by the school staff if material were supplied. 

The kitchen is small, but well arranged. The 
children are taught to do all kinds of plain cooking. 

4& frigidaire has been requested and it was suggested that 
same be installed in the pantry. The pantry room is 
needed and, to avoid a later request for such room, 1 
would recommend that a small room be added, as per the 
attached sketch, Thies work could be done by the staff 
and I do not think the arrangement could be improved, 
The cost would only consist of material required. The 
room would in no way effect the present tuilding and a 
more convenient spot could not be found. I trust the 
authority for the work will be granted as a frigidaire 
is greatly needed. The ice house is unsafe and at 
present the building is only kept together by strong 
props all along one side. 

The Rev. Principal has given up his qarters 
in the main building and is having the rooms re-furnished 
as &@ reception room and spare guest room. He has taken 
part of the workshop and fitted up for himself an office 
and living quarters. This building is close to the

In this connection I have to inform you that there 
ie approximately $3,500 provided in our Estimates for the 
current fiscal year for the purpose of carrying out painting, 
repairs, alterations, etc., at this school, and also an 
appropriation to the amount of $900 to supply and install 
a frigidaire. It is noted that the greater part of the work 
will be performed by the Principal and staff and that it will 
be necessary to supply only the materials. 


This matter is being referred to the Honourable the 
Superintendent General, for approval to have the work under- 
taken. When same is received, the purchase will be placed in 
the hands of the local Indian Agent, or it is possible that 
you will be requested to obtain some of the materiale in 
Winnipeg.

This fact makes me bewildered » because it seems ve- 
ry hard to draw the line where and whence begins the ownership 
by the Department of these numerous articles if we have to ap- 
Ply to each the terms of the reason you gave me concerning 
the non-ownership by the Indian Department of the car operated 
on behalf of our School . 


My predecessor, last year pointed out in his annual 
official Inventory the motor car . Should I Suppress it fn 
the next inventory ? Should I do the same for all articles for 
Which a special allowance was not granted by the Department ? 


Indeed, many items mentionned in the past invento- 
ries have been purchased by the Principals from their own or 
school funds ; but would it not be wiser to consider them all 
as belonging to the Department by the fact that the Princi- 
pals abandon their property to the School they are mansgings ? 


May I mention to you that Bishop GUY when in charge 
of our representation near the Department sent a letter to a 
former Principal of our School to express his opinion in this 
last sense . 


The required certificate of ownership by the Indian 
Department does not render the said Department responsible for 
payment of the registration fees , but would this year and the 
next years exempt our School from that Tax as well as are exemp- 
ted our buildings , chattels , lands etc...

However, I understand that all roof drainage as 
well as sewage passes through the existing septic tank so 
that it is frequently passing practically raw sewage into 
Rainy lake. ‘This situation should be remedied and I would 
recommend that conditions be improved by the construction 
of a new septic tank and the segrege%ion of the storm water, 
laundry and kitchen drainage from the sewage, 80 that only 
sewage pass through the septic tank. It the Department 
considers it advisable to fully meet the desires of the 
Provincial Authorities, then I would recommend the use of 
the sub-surface tile disposal bed in conjunction with the 
new septic tank. It would also be advisable to use an 
electrically driven, automatically controlled pumping 
system in order to pormit of the disposal bed being mised 
to conform with the general ground elevation. Such an 
inetallation will not materially increase the cost of the 
system since we @liminat the cost of syphon and the consider- 
able item for excavation from elevation 96.0 to 93.0.

trenches. The soil is light and sandy, excavation is easy 
and no special preparation of the soil is required. 

The only alternative to this excavated site for 
the disposel bed would be to replace the syphon in the 
syphon chamber with an electrically-operated, automatically 
controlled pump to lift the effluent and discharge the same 
to a disposal bed, the surface elevation of which could be 
96.0 and the bottom of the tile at elevation 94,0.

SEPTIC TANK: 

With Rainy lake at sumaer level there ie only 
about 6.0 feet difference in elevation between the echool 
drain as it leaves the building and the water level of the 
jake. Accordingly, @ shallow septic tank is necessary. 

The septic tank as proposed, will be the usual 
type installed at Indien schools and will consist of the 
usual settling chamber and syphon chambers, constructed of 
reinforced concrete and provided with two manholes. 

Inside dimensions of the settling tank are to be 20x 8x4 
and of the syphon chamber, 8 x 8x 1.5, providing capacities 
of 4,000 and 600 gallons respectively. The retention period 
in the settling chamber will be about 48 hours and the 
effluent will be syphoned about thrice daily. 

The septic tank will be the same for both 
proposals considered, but if a disposal bed is utilized it 
is necessary to maintain the highest elevation possible for 
the septic tank and for thie reason it should be located 
near the south end of the pbuilding. In the other proposal 
where no disposal bed is considered, the site selected is 
one of convenience and economy. 

DISPOSAL BED: 

Allowing 30 lineal feet of field tile for each 
individual in the institution will necessitate 3,000 lineal 
feet in the disposal bed and the size should be 100° x 120'. 
It is not desirable to locate the disposal bed in the 
playground area and we have selected a site in the 
vegetable garden as is shown on the plan. It is located at 
@ general ground elevation of 96.0 or as low as is possible. 

The discharge pipe from the syphon chamber is to 
be at elevation 91.9 and the bottom elevation of the tile

While a certain amount of septic sction takes 
place in this tank, yet it is greatly overloaded and prior 
to the arrival of the present Principal of the school late 
jast fall, it was sadly neglected. ‘The tank is obsolete 
and in a deteriorated condition. 


PROPOSED SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEMS: 
GENERAL: 


The sewage disposal system proposed for this 
school will depend upon the extent to which it is desired 
to prevent the discharge of sewage from the school into 
the lake. To prevent the passage of any sewage other then 
laundry end kitchen drainage into the lake, will necessitate 
the construction of a new septic tank and disposal ved of 
underground tile. On the other hand the construction of & 


new septic tank without disposal bed will improve the 


present situation but will not meet the desires of the 
Medical Health Officer at Fort Frances. 

Inasmuch as the writer is not convinced of the 
necessity of the tile disposal bed, it has been decided to 
outline the two sewage disposal systems, viz:- Septic tank 
either with or without the subsurface tile disposal bed. 
While the capacity and design of septic tank is the same 
in either scheme, yet the location is different and also 
the sewage lines leading to the septic tank are different.

THTRODUCTORY: 


On May 25th instructions were received from 
Ottawa to make an inspection of the Fort Frances Indian 
Residential School and to forward a report with an 
estimate ot the cost of installing a sewage disposal 
system. On June 12th, the writer, accompanied by Mr. 

W. H. Wallace, visited the site and made a survey of the 
school grounds with transit and level in considerable 
detail, inasmuch as it was realized that the very limited 
elevation of the foundation of the school above the summer 
level of Rainy lake would necessitate accuracy in the 
design and layout of any sewage disposal system, 

The general plan of the school site accompanying 
this report, shows the location of school buildings, play- 
grounds, gardens, fences, etc, in relation to the waterfront 
of Rainy lake. SBlevations ere shown by one foot contours and 
relate to an assumed elevation of 100,00 for o bench mark 
established on the concrete window sill at the north-east 
corner of the building. 

G SYS! H 

We were unable to secure any plan of the school 
which showed the location of the existing drains or any 
details concerning the septic tank. The local plumbing firm 
who have at times made repairs to the system, was unable to 
offer any useful intormation. Apparently two sewage lin 
lead from the building to the septic tank and evidently 
laundry and kitchen drainage is passed through the tank. 

The septic tank is said to be about 12' x 20° 
divided into two compartments and access is permitted 
means of one manhole.

Dear Sirs- RE: Fort Frances Indian School 


I regret that Letter of September 
19th in connection with the sewage disposal from the above 
institution has remained unanswered owing to my absence 
from the office. 


In connection with the report of Mr. Gow 
may I point out that treatment of thi wage is not in 
the same position as that of the municipslities of Fort 
Frances and International Falls. It is true that sewage 
from the latter municipalities is discharged untreat into 
this river, but no water sur being taken from there 
for some distance below, and the dilution is an important 
factor. I might also point out that consideration is being 
given to treatment of these wastes at both these municipal- 
ities. In connection with the Indian Residential School 


the matter is somewhat different. You are located reasonably 


close to the waterworks intake of Fort Frances, and for 
that reason we feel it essential to take steps to properly 
treat the sewage. Apart from this, however, it does not 
appear a very ) example for a Government Department to 
discharge untreated ge into a water supply of this kind. 

I trust that this will be sufficient ex- 
planation as to the reason for requesting someaction 
treatment of this sewage.

We made careful enquiries concerning the proposed 
Sewage Disposal Field that the Ontario Department of 
Health has raquested the Department to construct for 
the Fort Frances Residential School. T understand that 
Mr. Gow of the Dominion Water Power Service made an 
examination of the premises a week ago and the Department 
may now be in receipt of his report. I have tried to get 
in touch with Mr. Gow to discuss the matter with him but 
have been unable to do so. Personally, from a purely 
unprofessional viewpoint, of course, I cannot see the 
necessity of our making this somewhat substantial expend- 
iture. The septic tank now in operation seems to te working 
perfectly and as much sewage is being dumped into Rainy Lake, 
both above and below the discharge of the effluent from the 
septic tank of the Scho it is difficult to understand 
why there should be any urgent necessity of the sonstruction 
of a Sewage Disposal Field. Mr. Hamilton is in full accord 
with the views I have expressed in connection with this matter.

Dear Sir: 


When Mr. Hamilton and I were going over the 
Residential and Day Schools respectively at the Fort Frances 
Agency yesterday, several mtters were brought to our attention 
involving moderate expenditures in the way of painting, etc. 
Some of these at least, I think, should be done if funds are 
available. At the Residential School considerable difficulty 
is being caused by water seeping into the root cellar which 
ie located under the barn. Just why the root house should 
be in this position I do not know; in any case, something 
will have to be done to remedy the undesirable condition. 
Remedial measures will probably entail the placing of eaves- 
troughs on the barn and a certain amount of cement and drain- 
age work. The shower baths in the Residential School are 
completely out of action. The expense involved in placing 
them in working order should not be great and I think the 
work should be done. 
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In the afternoon we paid a visit to the Day School 
on the Manitou Reserve, near Emo; this building requires repairs 
pto the roof of the residence portion; the whole building is 
greatly in need of painting and the general appearance of the 
grounds would be wonderfully improved by a new paling fence 
properly painted.

1 would again point out the fact that there 
is no bathtub in the infirmary. This is very much 
needed and the expense should not exceed $75.00. 

The shower baths are not used as the galvanized 
floor is badly cracked. ‘The floors should be renewed 
in all three rooms and will cost approximately $25 for 
each," a total of $75. The shower is ideal for the 
Indian child and | hope funds are available to do the 
necessary repairs. 

The isolation ward is practically completed. 
It is upstairs in one of the outbuildings and will be 
a great help incase of sickness. 

The Rev. Principal has carried out a large 
amount of repair work and on each visit 1 find many 
improvements. 

The children are well fed. At present there 
are 12 cows milking and the milk is used for the pupils. 
The more delicate children receive special food, as well 
as a lunch during the morning and afternoon. 

The Principal is anxious to obtain a pigpen 
and chicken house in order that he may not only supply 
extra food for the pupils, but also instruct and interest 
them in this line of industry. 1 trust that next year 
the buildings will be provided.

The report prepared by your Acting District Chief 
Engineer stating that unrestricted contamination of Rainy 
Lake is permitted and that immense quantities of raw sewage 
are discharged in Rainy River hardly has a bearing in this 
connection. As far as that goes there is a great deal of 
sewage discharged untreated all over this province and in 
every other country. The problem with which we are concerned 
is that the location of this discharge must be such that it 
will not interfere with water supplies, bathing beaches etc. 
We asked your department to take action concerning this sehool 
because of its proximity to the Fort Frances water intake and 
to the bathing beach and park in that municipality. The fact 
that other places not interfering with water intakes discharge 
their sewage untreated hardly seems a justification for this 
being done at the school. I might point out also that an 
effort is being made to determine the extent of pollution in 
the Rainy River and the methods of disposal which will be re- 
quired for these wastes. Naturally we are quite 
disappointed that your department has not seen fit to take 
action towards the installation of a proper disposal plant for 
this school, and I would again urge that action be taken at the 


first opportunity.

The attention of the Depertment has been repestedly drawn 
to the failure on the part of the Department of Indian Affsire to ensure some 
satisfactory method of sewage disposel ot the Fort Frances Indien Residentisl 
School. | situation is further complicated by the fact that the water supply 
for the school is teken from the bay on which the school is situated, et a point 
gaid to be about 1,000 feet distant from the point at which the sewage is 
discharged. Thie weter is untreated. Sewage fran the institution passes 
through a settling tank or septic tank and is discharged without further trestment 
into the bay at the point referred to. 


Further, the point where the sewage is discherged is quite 
closé to a summer colony, where bething is very prevelent in the summer. The 
inteke pipe for the Town of Fort Frances is elso situated et e reasonable di 
from the point of discharge. 


The apparent ettitude of the Department is thet, in view of the 
fact that other agencies are discharging untrested waste into the ba they should 
feel perfectly justified in doing so. A continuance of thia practice is not 
likely to assist this Depertment in securing eny change in the present system of 
sewage disposal in adjoining centres. However, the significant point is that the 
intimacy of the sewage outfall end the source of water end i proximity to the 
neighboring bathing beach, makes for @ very serious potentiel heelth hazard. 


The providing of appropriete trestment for this sewage ia 
neither involved nor should it be costly. All thet would appear to be required 
is a filter bed of field tiles, approprietely leid. This could probably be 

secured at a cost of $400 or $500. Might I ask if it would be po ible for you 
your good offices in focussing the attention of the Department on this

I Heresy Certiry that this Voucher is correct, that the material has been supplied, the work performed and 
that the charges are fair and just, also that the expenditure has been in legitimately and that each item of the 
same is a fair and just charge against the Government of Canada. 
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The question of making some improvements 
to the present disposal system serving the Fort 
Frances Indian Residential School was again con- 
sidered in the memorandum of the Director of the 
Indian Affairs Branch to Mr. Wardle dated January 
5th, 1938, this on account of the fact that an amount 
of $1400.60 was being provided for in the 1938-39 es- 
timates for the above mentioned purposes in which com- 
munication it was suggested that arrangements be made 
to have an engineer of this Branch examine the present 
sewage disposal system at that school in order that 
this Service be furnished with a report as to what im- 
provement could be carried out with the amount above 
mentioned. The report sere for was furnished you 
on the 2lst ultimo (Mr. Gow's report) and was since 
carefully examined. It is observed in this additional 
report that a new septic tank as first planned, but 
with some alterations, could be constructed at an esti- 
mated cost of $850.00. It is further represented that 
the work as outlined which could be performed for the 
$1400.00 is not of an immediate necessity as far as 
the operation of this institution is concerned but 
would prevent the discharge of raw sewage into the 
Rainy Lake. 


In view of the fact that such new septic 
tank as that now suggested would not stop the polu- 
tion of Rainy Lake as desired by the Provincial De- 
partment of ealth due to the discharge of sewage 
from this institution and that the work outlined with 
the expenditure of $1400.00 would not fit in a com- 
plete disposal scheme should it be decided to con- 
struct a disposal bed as originally planned, would 
it not be advisable that no improvements be taken into 
consideration until sufficient funds are made avail- 
able to cover the cost of an adequate and complete 
new system which would satisfy the requirements of 
the Provincial Health Department although it is repre- 
sented that such a costly undertaking would not mater- 
ially improve the condition of the water in Rainy Lake 
which is as previously mentioned already poluted from 
many other sources.

MEMORANDUM :

Re: Proposed Improvement to sewage 
disposal system, Fort France® 
Indian Residential School, 


Ontario. 


In connection with the above I beg to ad- 
vise that I was requested, while with the Indian Af- 
fairs Branch, to examine this proposal as outlined 
in a report prepared by an engineer of the Winnipeg 
Office of the Dominion Water and Power Bureau dated 
July 28th, 1936. This report was submitted upon a 
request made by the Indian Affairs Branch in a letter 
dated July 6th, 1936, when an amount of $3400.00 was 
being provided for in that year's estimates for the 
above mentioned sewerage work. This new sewage dis- 
posal system wes taken into consideration on account 
of the representation made by the Ontario Department 
of Health that the present one was unsatisfactory and 
a source of polution of the Rainy Lake where the ef- 
fluent from the present cess pool was overflowing at 
times and discharging into the lake. However, the 
proposal in question wes not given further considera- 
tion on account of a recommendation made in the re- 
port from Inspector A.G. Hamilton of Winnipeg dated 
August 6th, 1936, which stated that the present sep- 
tic tank or cess pool was working satisfactorily, etc. 


CANADA 
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The Sanitary Engineering Division of the 
Department of Health was subsequently informed in a 
departmental letter from Indian Affairs Branch dated 
October 24th, 1956, that although consideration had 
been given, that year, to the installation of a new 
sewage disposal system for the above mentioned school 
it wes finally decided not to proceed with the work 
in 1936 for the reason that unrestricted contamination 
of Kainy Lake was permitted at saw mills, bathing 
beaches, and summer homes on both sides of the inter- 
national boundary as they were allowed to discharge 
immense quantities of raw sewage into Rainy River thus 
contaminating the water supply from that river and also 
the water of the Lake of the Woods as mentioned in a 
report fraa the Acting Chief Engineer of the Dominion 
Water and Power Bureau.

The septic tanks designed and constructed by this 
Bureau at the McIntosh Indian School and the Cecilia Jeffrey 
Indian School near Kenora, contain reinforced steel only in 
the roof supports and the roofs themselves were not construct- 
ed of concrete. They are almost identical in size with that 
proposed at Fort Frances and apparently they are satisfactory. 
Late last fall it was necessary to uncover the tank at the 
Cecilia Jeffrey Indian School in order to enlarge the man- 
hole and permit of a cleaning out and it was reported that 
the creosoted 3" plank covering showed no signs of deteriora- 
tion although it had been underground some nine years. 


At Birtle, Brandon, Lebret and Fort Qu'Appelle, all 
more recent projects, the Institutions were much larger, re- 
quiring much larger septic tanks and it became advisable for 
us to add strong reinforcing in connection with the design 
and construction of the septic tanks at these four institu- 
tions. 


CAl 

I understand that the existing sewage system at 
the Fort Frances Indian Residential School is not considered 
unsatisfactory by the School Management but that the complaints, 
if any, pod oy pe with the Ontario Department of Health regard- 
ing the pollution of the waters of Rainy Lake. The work which 
we have outlined, that can be done with an expenditure of 
$1400.00, is not an immediate necessity in the operation of 
the school but would prevent the outletting of raw sewage into 
Rainy Lake. The Ontario Department of Health apparently desire 


that no pollution of Rainy Lake should take place from this In- 
stitution and the work as outlined will not by an means accom- 
plish this purpose. 


The work outlined in our report of 1935 and for which 
$3,400.00 was provided in the 1936 Estimates, would have gone 
far to meet the requirements of the Department of Health, al- 
though we anticipated objections to the idea of passing all 
kitchen and laundry wastes directly into the lake. The work 
outlined within the expenditure of $1400.00 will not fit in 
with the complete disposal scheme should it later be decided 
to construct the disposal bed and it certainly will not satis- 
fy the complaints regarding the existing layout. 


If it is decided to proceed with the expenditure of 
$1,400.00, we will prepare the necessary plans showing re- 
qQuired drains and details of septic tank. Plans showing 
alterations of plumbing in the school and laundry cannot be 
prepared as nobody appears.to have any knowledge of the 
present layout. Preparation of plans and etc., however, will 
not be proceeded with until we have heard further from you.

Dear Sir: 


This will acknowledge the receipt of your let- 
ter of the 15th instant advising that it is expected an 
amount of $1400. will be provided in next year's Esti- 
mates for ie purpose of undertaking some improvement to 
the present sewage system at the Fort Frances Indian Resi- 
dential School, and requesting a report from this office 
as to what improvement work could be carried out with this 
amount of expenditure. 


The situation at the Fort Frances Indian Resi- 
dential School, as regards the sewage situation, was dealt 
with in our report of July 5, 1935, and it is not considered 
that conditions have changed materially since that date. 

It was pointed out in that report that laundry and kitchen 
waste and storm water, in addition to its sewage, were 
thought to pass through the existing septic tank so that 

@ great deal of raw sewage was being passed into Rainy Lake. 


It will readily be seen thet any proposed improve- 
ment work in connection with the sewage system, must provide 
for separating the kitchen and laundry waste from the sewage 
and also providing for the storm water so that none of these 
pass through the septic tank. The precast septic tank is 
obsolete and any improvement work should provide for the 
construction of a new septic tank. In our report we esti- 
mated that this portion of the improvement wrk would in- 
volve an expenditure of $1950.00 or $550.00 more than the 
amount of money which you sey may be provided. 


In checking over our estimates of cost as made in 
1935, it is not considered that the estimate covering the 
storm water, laund and kitchen drain, sewage line to and 
from the septic tank and alterations in the plumbing in the 
building, can be lowered. In connection with the septic 
tank, however, we estimated the cost of this at $1250.00 and 
made provision for a heavily reinforced structure with rein=- 
forced concrete roof, inasmuch as it was expected the tank 
would be located where considerable traffic must pass over 
it at times. While eliminating all steel reinforcing, ex- 
cept in the roof supporting beams and substituting 5" creo- 
soted planking for reinforced concrete for the roof, we 
could probably reduce the cost of the septic tank to 
$850.00. This would permit of the work outlined above be- 
ing carried out with the $1400.00 that may be provided.

With reference to the above, I am 
forwarding herewith copies of reports from Mr. JeD. Chene 
of the Engineering and Construction Service and from Mr. 
D.B. Gow, District Chief Engineer, Water and Power Bureau. 
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It will be seen from these reports 
that the opinionsof Mr. Gow and Mr. Chene are prac ically 
the same. It appears that the $1,400.00 suggested will 
not enable the carrying out of the work which will allow 
for the complete disposal scheme previous recommended 
by Mr. Gow at an estimated cost of $3,400.00, Mr. Gow 
considers, however, that this sum would allow for the 
construction of a new septic tank to a modified and 
cheaper design than that originally proposed, This septic 
tank would, however, not handle waste from kitchen and 
laundry which would have to pass directly into the lake. 
There accordingly would appear to be a doubt as to whether 
the construction of a new septic tank would meet the require- 
ments of the Department of Health. It would seem that care- 
ful consideration should be given to the necessity of the 
expenditure for a fairly large amount of mone in order to 
assure that untreated sewage would not find its way into 
the lake or river from the Reserve.

treatment. 


The proposal thet we had in mind was that, 
providing this tenk wes large enough, and we have no infor- 
mation to the contrary, all that would be required would be 
to ley open-joint field tile between the tank and the leke. 
There is an area of some considerable width on which these 
tiles might be laid. They should be laid parallel with the 
water and the rews might be placed three to four feet apert. 
For this purpose it would be necessary to have about 3,000 
feet of 4" tile. The soil is quite sandy here end if these 
tiles are laid at a depth of spproximately 2 to 2b feet they 
should give quite satisfactory results. The cost of this 
should be ouite moderste and would not exceed $500.00 under

reduction. in view of the fact that only $500.00 was allowed 
for the work at this chool, I would like to pe advised 
what action to take in connection with the matter.

I regret to advise that the above mentionework 
has been suspended forthe present, due to the fact, that 
the information supplied by the Department of Health, Toronto, 
which was contained in your letter No. 124<1-5, July 4th.1939, 
was not correct. 


From the extract as shown in your letter, they state, 
that field tile placed from 2 to 2} feet deep would give satisfact- 
ory results, and it was on this basis that we estimated $200.00 
for labour to trench and lay 3000 feet of tile. 


Before commencing this work we had Mr. Kay, Field Officer 
from the Department of Health, come to Fort Frances and outline 
the work, After Mr, Kay examined the Septic Tank, he stated, that 
the field tile would have to be placed 9 feet deep, owing to the 
construction and depth of the tank. At this depth no drainage could 
be had, as the tile would then be in clay. Also, at that depth 
there would be danger of seepage from the lake. 


Mr. Kay, who appears to have had considerable experience 
with septic tanks, advises, that no work be started at present, as 
the $200.00 allowed would be of no value. 


I have requested Mr. Kay to forward a detailed report 
of exactly what ia required and I would suggest that you take this 
matter up with the Department of Health, Toronto, who by this date 
should be in possession of all the particulars. 

The tile and septic tank fittings are on the ground, 
ready for installation, when a solution can be arrived at.

Upon receipt of your Night Letter received 
yesterday, concerning difficulty encountered with sewage 
and pumping water at the Fort Frances Indian Residential 
School, I proceeded to the School end had a plumber 
accompany me. 

We found the pumping facilities in good order. 
Pumps were started and tanks filled in the usual length of 
time. The Principal admitted that the pumps were working 
alright now. A week or ten days ago they did have difficulty 
in getting water and upon inspection a fish was found in the 
intake pipe, having slipped through the check-valve or it 
may have grown in the pipe. However, since this was removed 
the pumping has been O.K,. 


Another complaint he had was that hot water was 
to be found in the cold water pipes. This can be understood, 
as a new hot water tank was installed recently and being free 
from any corrosion, heats faster and supplies more hot water 
than they are using. When the pressure rises in the hot water 
tank if forces the hot water back through the cold water pipes 
as it is the omy, place it can go and circulates through the 
building. When the same situation arises in a town residence, 
the hot water backs up and is forced out into the main, but 
at the school where there is no main it has to go back to the 
water tanks. This can be overcome by placing a check-valve 
on the cold water pipe at the hot water tank and a saftey 
valve placed on the hot water tank, then when the pressure 
rises in the tank it sets off the saftey valve as it cannot 
back through the cold water intake pipe. 


The sewage had been blocked and backed up in the 
school, Water had risen in one room and filled the school with 
odore 

Upon enquiries yesterdey I found out that the 
school does not supply the children with toilet paper but gives 
them old newspaper. I believe a lot of their trouble with the 
sewage blocking is due to this practice, when one realizes the 
amount of newspaper put into the sewage by 88 children.

I have received two copies of letters which have 
Deen sent to the De nt by Joseph Lambert and the Sisters 
at the Residential Sehool. 


This morning while at the School,I was surpised te 
learn that Mr. Lambert had written the above mentioned letter, 
a ng, that he had ever told me that the water and sewage were 
working O.K. I had the Principal call Mr. Lambert and when 
confronted, he adititted that he had told me the water and sewage 
were beep 0.K. on my visit te the school, the day the Principal 
was absent in Winnipeg. He added that he only meant everything 
was O.K. the day I enquired. 


With regard to the letter sent by the Sisters, I 
can only say that this letter refers to conditions that has 
existed over a period of two years. That for the past month me 
stoppage has occurred in the sewage. In fact, not since toilet 
paper has been supplied by the school management, 


I have done my best to correct trouble at the 
school and have reported my findings just as I found them, The 
Principal agrees that I have dene all that I can. I explained 
to the Principal, that I am not a plumber or steam-fitter, and 
that I have to depend on the reperts of the men who made the 


repairs. 
Sunday morning the Principal called in the Plumber 
as they could not get any water. The trouble was not in the 
intake line as suspected, but the pump was not operating preperly. 
This morning when called to the school the Principal stated that 
they were again witheut water. The was started in my 
presence and water obtained. This was the third time I have been 
called to the school re water trouble and on each occassion they 
were able to obtain water while I was there. However, the Principad 
states that the pump dees not work all the time, but that it takes 
spells of starting and stepping. 


The Principal is not at all satisfied with the way 
in which the ete. are working and has requested that a 
qualified engineer be sent from Winnipeg to check all equipment. 


I would gladly recommend that such a man be sent, 
if pessible,and thus get te the bottom of the trouble at the school.

I visited the above school last week and wish to 
submit the following information and recommendations. 


The disposal bed is laid ready for use. However, 
before it is connected, I am convinced the water from the 
school roof together with the laundry water should be 
diverted from the septic tank. This volume of water I 
fear will destroy the chemical action of the tank and will

I attach a sketch showing the school, and would 
recommend that Agent Lockhart be instructed to take the 
roof water by tile to the lake from both front cormrs of 
the school. Mr. Lockhart has tile, and sufficient money 
left over from installing the disposal bed, to do this 
work. The extra required wuld be labour for repairing eave 
troughing and supplying some extra round pipe to carry the 
water from the rear of the roof.

The laundry water could be taken to the corner 
of the laundry and across the playground, 275 feet to the 
lake. This work, if authorized, could be done by Indians, 
except the plumbing work inside the laundry. The Indians 
could take up the cement floor and have everything ready 
for the plumber. The tile required should, I think, be 
6" glased tile, The digging and laying of the tile could 
be supervised by Agent Lockhart. The tile costs about 457 
per foot, f.o.b. Winnipeg, less 10%,

Gonsiderable money has already been spent, and I 
recommend that Mr. Lockhart be advised at once concerning 
the above recommendations. The land in this district is 
soaked with water and I am sure the disposal bed will be 
unable to handle the situation unless we relieve it of as 
much water as possible. It might also be advisable to 
obtain advice from Mr. Gow of the Dominion Water Power, or 
some other competent Engineer. 


The work at this school should be completed, and 
I would request instructions be issued at once to Mr. 
Lockhart authorizing the necessary expense.

As the Indians can mke 
much more money in bush cemps and cutting pulpwood, they are 
unwilling to cut fuel wood. 


The Principal has decided to burn coal this winter 
and has obtained a price on changing the geretes from wood to 
coel ¢rates, the cost would be $250.00. He also obtained 
a quotrtion on the installation of a stoker which amounts to 
$700.00, However, if a stoker was supplied it would not be 
necesiery to put in new gratcs. 


The Principal has requested thet I place this matter 
before the Department with the recommendation that a stoker be 
supplied. 

I do not hestitate in recommending the purchase of 
a stoker if funds permit.

I encountered with the putting up of a new house here at the 
Indian School. 
First it was decided that the house would be for the 
farmer inst»ctor,but the building we now occupy is more like a 
home for a family. So,it was agreed with Rev.Father Provincial 
and consent from the Indian Agent that we would build the new 
house for the Fathers, thus satisfying the farmer, the Fathers and 
school's staff.It will give more space to the farmer,more rooms 
for classrooms;children are really too crowded.The Principal wil 
take his quarters in the new building instead of at school. 
It was agreed that the Department would pay for the 
material used and the Principal would pay labor. 
There came a shortage; had to buy more lumber etc. 
Actually I have in hand a bill of $1,220.22 not paid.I enclose 
the list of the items. 
I already paid $1,322.43 of salary to the workers. 
In view of all this,I beg the Department to help me. 
At least,in my opinion,all material should be paid by the 
Department. So,will the Department prefer to pay directly the 
different Companies or give me the authority to do so with the 
assurance of reimbearsement. 
May I have a prompt answer,Sir,to this letter.
